Tell a lie with minute circumstances, introduce some mechani- 
cal or scientific notion accurately described, and thousands of 
people will accept the ^hoje^ar^ as veracious because they 
can recognize the accuracy" of some 'rather delicate details of 
machinery or know'that such and such a bit 'of up-to-date sci- 
ence is sound. 
In this way the'more learned the .reader, the 


more apt he is to be taken in, Justus imaginative .persons are 
particularly good subjects for mediums, magicians, and the 
like. If the story is a foreign one, it can be located in some out 
of the way village in Tyrol, or in the heart of Wales; photo- 
graphs of real people are used, but slightly doctored so that the 
originals may not recognize themselves, and the story sent out 
with an air of verisimilitude and truth. Where do all these 
stories about "the great and near great" come from? Largely 
from the imagination. A politician is not going to deny an 
anecdote which gives him picturesque publicity. A Rochester 
correspondent told a story about Senator Plait and how he 
was button-holed by a young couple one day at Albany and 
induced to marry them. The gallant man felt he ought to 
make them a present of some kind; but he was not in the habit 
of carrying wedding presents round with him. He happened, 
however, to have a brand new umbrella in his room. He whis- 
pered to a clerk; the latter fetched it, and the gift passed into 
the hands of the gratified bride. But the joke came when the 
correspondent, a bit of a student of human nature, met the 
senator a few days later. "1 see you've gene into the marriage 
business, Senator," said he; "it will come costly if you have to 
give them all presents.'' "Oh, 1 had to give them something, 
you know,'1 said the legislator. 
He accepted the lie in the 


spirit in which it was told. The writer of the "American" ar- 
ticles says the proceeding is not "immoral,'' but "unmoral." 
One wonders whether the recording angel will take the same 
view of the matter.
